in his annual message to coiigrcsn 
•ays: 


The congress assembles tills your un- 


der tbc sbadow of a great calamity. 
On the Gth of September President'Me- 
Klnley was shot by an anarchist while 
Attending the Pan-American exposi- 
tion it Buffalo and died In that city 
on the 14th of that month. 


Of the last seven elected presidents 


he Is the third who has been murdered, 
and the bare recital of this fact Is 
sufficient to Justify grave alarm among 
ail loyal American citizens. Moreover, 
the circumstances of this, the third as- 
sassination of an American president, 
have a peculiarly sinister significance. 
Both President Lincoln and President 
Garfleld were killed by assassins of 
types unfortunately not uncommon In 
history. President' Lincoln falling a 
victim-to the terrible passions aroused 
by four years of civil war and Presl 
dent Garlleld to the revengeful vanity 
of a disappointed aiHce seeker. Presi- 
dent McKluley was killed by an utter- 
ly depraved criminal belonging to that 
body of criminals who object to all 
governments, good and bad alike, who 
are against any form of popular lib- 
erty If It Is guaranteed by even the 
most Just and liberal laws and who 
•re as hostile to the upright exponent 
of a free people's sober will us to the 
tyrannical and Irresponsible despot. 


Anarchy nnd Anarchlati. 


The president 
continues 
with a 


eulogy of Mr. McKlnlcy. then turns to 
the subject of anarchy, denouncing Its 
doctrines nnd preachers. lie says: 


1 earnestly recommend to the congress 


that In the exercise of Its wise discre- 
tion It should take Into consideration 
the coming to this country of anarch- 
ists or persons professing principles 


~ hostile to all government and Justify- 


ing the murder of those placed In nu 
tborlty. Such Individuals as those who 
not long ago gathered In open meeting 
to glorify tlie murder of King Hum 
hen of Italy perpetrate a crime, and 
the law should Insure their rigorous 
punishment. They and tbosu like then 
•bould be kept out of this country, am: 
If found bere they should he promptly 
deported to the country whence the) 
came, nnd farreachlng provision shouli 
be made for the punishment of those 
who stay. 
No matter calls 
more 


urgently for the wisest thought of the 
congress. 


A Subject For Federal Court*. 


The federal courts should be given 


jurisdiction over any man who kills 
or attempts to kill the president or any 
man who by tb'e constitution 'or by 
law Is In line of succession for the 
presidency, while the punishment for 
an unsuccessful attempt should be pro- 
portioned to the enormity of the of- 
fense against our Institutions. 


. 
Anarchy Is a crime against the whole 


human race, and all mankind should 
hand against the anarchist. Ills crime 
•bould be made an offense against the 
law of nations, like piracy and that 
form of m»n stealing known as the 
slave trade. 


The president next considers busi- 


ness conditions, which lie finds highly 
satisfactory, lie continues: 


The tremendous and highly complex 


Industrial development which went on 
•with ever accelerated rapidity during 
the latter half of the ulnetvcuth, cen- 
tury brings us fnci- to face nt the be- 
ginning of the twentieth with very 
serious social problems. The old laws 
and the old customs-which hail almost 
the binding force of law were once 
quite sutllclcnt to regulate the ac- 
cumulation nnd distribution of wealth. 
81 nee the Industrial changes which 
have so enormously Increased the pro- 
ductive power of mankind they are no 
longer sulllcleut. 


Trade Combination*. 


The- growth of cities hus gone on be- 


yond 
comparison 
faster 
than 
the 


growth of the country, and the up- 
building of the great Industrial centers 
has meant a startling Increase not 
merely Ic the aggregate of wealth, but 
In the number or very large Individual 
and especially of very large corporate 
fortunes. Tbe creation of these great 
corporate fortunes has not been due 
to the tr.rlff nor to any other govern- 
mental action: but to natural causes 
In the business world, operating In oth- 
er countries as they operate In our 
own. 
' TUP process has aroused much an- 
tagonism, u great part of, which Is 
wholly without warrant. It Is not true 
that as the rich uuvc grown richer the 
poor nave grown poorer. On the con- 
trary, never before has the average 
man. the wagcworkcr. the farmer, the 
small trader, been so well off as In this 
country and at the present time. There 
nave been nbuses connected with the 
accumulation or wealth, yet It remains 
true that a fortune accumulated In 


i 


cgltlmatc business can be accumulat- 
ed by the person specially benefited 
only on condition or conferring Im- 
mense Incidental bcncllts upon oth- 
ers. 
Successful enterprise of the type 


which bonelits all mankind can only 
exist If the conditions are such nu to 
offer great prizes as the rewards of 
success. 


BennonB For Caution. 


The president adds that there are 


many reasons for caution In dealing 
with corporations. lie says: 


The same business conditions which 
lave produced the great aggregations 
of corporate and 
Individual' wealth 


have made them very potent factors In 
nternatlonal commercial competition. 


Moreover. 
It cannot too often be 


pointed out that to strike with Ignorant 
violence at the Interests of one set of 
men almost Inevitably endangers the 
ntcrcsts of all. The fundamental rule 
n our national life— the rule which un- 
derlies all others—is that, on the whole 
nnd In the long run, we shall go up or 
down together. 


The mechanism of modern business 


is so delicate that extreme cure must 
be taken not to Interfere .with It In 
a spirit of rashness or Ignorance. In 
dealing with business ' Interests, for 
the governmt'nt to undertake by crude 
and III considered legislation to do 
what may turn out to be bad, would 
be to Incur the risk of such fnrreach- 
Ing national disaster that It. would be 
preferable to undertake nothing at all. 
The nicn who demand the Impossible 
or the undesirable serve as the allies 
of the forces with which they are nom- 
inally tit war. for they hamper those 
who would endeavor to mid out In ra- 
tional fashion what tlie wrongs really 
are and to what extent nnd In what 
manner It Is practicable to apply reme- 
dies. 


How to Correct the Evil*. 
' 


All this Is true, and yet It Is also 


true that there are real and grave evils, 
one of tlie chief being overcapitaliza- 
tion because of Its many baleful con- 
sequences, and n resolute nnd practical 
effort must be made to correct these 
evils. 


It Is no limitation upon property 


rights or freedom of contract to re- 
quirt1 that when men receive from goV' 
eminent the privilege of doing busl 
ness under corporate form, which frees 
them 
from 
Individual responsibility 


and enables them to call Into their en 
terprlscs the capital or the public, they 
shall do so upon absolutely truthful 
representations as to the value of the 
property In which the capital Is to be 
Invested. Corporations engaged In In 
terstnte commerce should' be regulated 
If they an- found to exercise a license 
working to the public Injury. It should 
be as much the aim of those who seek 
for social betterment to rid the busi- 
ness world of crimes of cunning us to 
rid the- entire body politic of crimes of 
violence. Great corporations exist only 
because they are created and safe 
guarded by our Institutions, and It Is 
therefore onr right nnd our duty U 
M'C that they work In harmony with 
these Institutions. 


Publicity tlie Flrct Ecnentlal. 


The llrst essential In determining 


bow to deal with the great Industrie 
combinations Is knowledge of'the facts 
—publicity. In the Interest of the pub 
lie the government should have the 
right to Inspect and examine the work 
lugs of the great corporations engaged 
In Interstate business. Publicity Is the 
only sure remedy which we can now 
Invoke. 
What further remedies are 


needed In the way of governments 
regulation or taxation can only befde 
termluid after publicity hus been ob- 
tained by process of law and In tin 
course of administration. 
The IIrs 


requisite Is knowledge, full nnd com 
plete—knowledge which may be mod 
public to the world. 


Artificial bodies, such as corporations 


and Joint stock or other associations 
depending upon any statutory law fo 
their existence or privileges should hi 
subject to proper governmental super 
vision, nnd full nnd accurate Informa 
tlon as to their operations should be 
made public regularly at reasonabl 
Interval!'. 


The large corporations, commonly 


called trusts, though organised hi om 
state, always do business In many 
stales, often doing very little buslnes 
In the slate where they are Inenrpo 
rated. There In titter lack of uniform 
Ity In the stale laws about them, and 
as no state has any exclusive tnteres 
In or power over their acts. It has In 
practice proved Impossible to get ade- 
quate regulation through state action 
Therefore. In the Interest of the whol 
people, the nation should, without In 
terferlng with the power of the state 
In the matter Itself, also assume powe 
of supervision and regulation over nl 
corporations doing nil Interstate busl 
ness. 


Ami-nil Constitution If McL-p*«nrr- 
When tlu- constitution was adopted 


at the end of the eighteenth ecnturj 
no human wisdom could foretell th 
sweeping changes, alike In Industrie 
and political condition*, whli.-h were to 
take place by the beginning of the 
twentieth century. 
At that time It 


was accepted as a matter <if course 
that the Me\eral states were the proper 
authorities to regulate, mi far ns was 
then necessary, the comparatively In- 
Blgnltlcant and 
strictly localized cor- 


porate boilles of tl:e day. 
The cimdl 


R the bill Introduced nt the ln«t ses- 
lon of the congress. It should be his 
rovlnce to deal with commerce In Its 
roadest sense. Including among ninny 
thur things whatever concerns hilxir 
nd nil matters nffvctlm: the great 
usluess corporations and our iner- 
hant marine. 


Labor. 


The president declares that ho re- 
ards It necessary to re-enact the Cbl- 
vse exclusion law. In regard to labor 
e says Ihat the government should 
rovlde In Its contracts that all work 
uould be done under "fair" conditions 
nd that all night work should be for- 
Idden fur women and children ns well 
s excessive overtime. He continues: 
Very great good has been nnd will be 
ccompllshed by associations or unions 
f wagoworkers when managed with 
orcthought anil when they combine In- 
Istcnce upon their own rights with 
aw abiding respect for the rights of 
tliers. The display of these qualities 
n such bodies Is n duty to the nation 
no less than to the associations them- 
elves. 
Finally, there must also In 


ninny cases be action by the govern- 
ment In order to safeguard the rights 


ud Interests of nil. Under our constl- 
tttlou there Is much more scope fur 
uch action by the state nnd the intmlc- 
pallty than by the nation. 
Hut on 


lolnts such as those touched on above 
he national government can act.* 
He asserts that the Immigration laws 


are unsatisfactory and that a law 
liotild be enacted to keep out not only 
innrchlsts, but persons of a low moral 
emlcney or of unsavory reputation 
and those who are below n certain 
standard of economic fitness to enter 
our Industrial field as competitors with 
lUnerlcun labor.

The Turin and Iteciproclty. 


The president declares that nothing 


could be more unwise than to disturb 
he business Interests of the country by 
any general tariff change at this time, 
le adds: 
Vet It Is tint only possible, but emi- 


nently desirable, to combine with the 
stability of our economic system n sup. 
[ilementury system of reciprocal bene- 
lit and obligation with other nations. 
Such reciprocity Is an Incident nnd re- 
sult of the firm establishment and' 
preservation of our present economic 
policy. It was specially provided for 
n the present tariff law. 


Heclproclty must be treated a* the 


inndmnldcn of protection. 
Our first 


luty Is to see that the protection grant- 
ed by the tariff In every case where It 
is needed Is maintained, and that reci- 
procity be Nought for so far its It can 
safely be done without Injury to cur 
home Industries. Just how far this Is 
must be determined according to the 
Individual case, remembering always 
that every application of our tariff pol- 
icy to meet our shifting national needs 
must be conditioned upon the cardinal 
fact that the duties must never be 
reduced below the point that will cover 
the difference between the labor rust 
here nnd abroad. The well being of 
the xvageworker Is a prime considera- 
tion of our entire policy of economic 
leglslr.tlon.

Xe*d For Wlitrr Market!. 


Subject to this proviso of the proper 


protection necessary to our Industrial 
well being nt borne, the principle of 
reciprocity must command our hearty 
support 
The phenomenal growth of 


our export trade emphasizes the ur- 
gency of the need for wider markets 
and for n liberal policy In dealing with 
foreign nations. 
Whatever Is merely 


petty nnd vexatious In the way of 
trade restrictions should he avoided. 
The customers to whom we dispose of 
our surplus products In the long run. 
directly or Indirectly, purchase those 
surplus produces by giving us some- 
thing In return. Their ability to pur- 
chase our products should us far as 
possible be secured by so arranging 
our tariff an to enable us to take from 
them those products which we can use 
without harm to our own Industries 
and labor or the use of whlcli will be 
(if marked benefit to us. 


It Is most Important that we should 


maintain the high level of our present 
prosperity. 
We have now reached the 


point In flit- development of our In 
tercsts where we are not only able to 
supply our own markets, but to pro- 
duce n constantly growing surplus for 
which' we must find markets abroad. 
To secure' these markets we can utll 
tee existing dutlesjn any case where 
they are no longer needed f»r the pur- 
pose of protection, or In any case 
where the article Is not produced here 
nnd the duty Is no longer necessary 
for revenue, as giving us'something to 
offer In exchange for what we ask. 
The cordial relations with other na- 
tions which are so desirable will nat 
urally be promoted by the course thus 
required by our own Interests. 


The natural line of development for n 


policy of reciprocity will be.In eonucc< 
tlou with those of our productions 
which no longer require all of the sup 
port once needed to establish them 
upon n sound basis nnd with those nth 
crs where either because of natural or 
of economic causes we are beyond the 
reach of successful competition. 


I ask the attention of 'the senate to 


the reciprocity treaties laid before It by 
my predecessor.

wcirns commercial beuellt. From ev- 
ery standpoint It Is unwise for the 
United States to continue to rely upon 
the ships of tompetlng nations for the 
distribution of our goods. It should be 
wade advantageous to carry American 
goods In American built ships. 


At present American shipping Is un- 


der certain great disadvantages when 
put In competition with the shipping 
of foreign countries. Many of the fast 
foreign steamships, nt a speed of four- 
teen knots or above, are subsidized, 
and nil our ships, sailing vessels nnd 
steamers alike, cargo carriers of slow 
speed nnd mall carriers of high speed, 
have to meet the fact that the original 
cost of building American ships Is 
tn-eater than Is the case abroad; that the 
•wages paid American otllcers nnd sea- 
men are very much higher than those 
paid the otllcers and seamen of foreign 
competing countries, and that the 
standard of living on our ships Is far 
•superior to the standard of living on 
the ships of our commercial rivals. Our 
government should take such action ns 
will remedy these Inequalities. 
The 


American merchant marine should be 
restored to the ocean. 


Flnnnclnl. 


The passage of the act establishing 


gold as the standard money hits. It Is 
declared, been shown to bo timely and 
judicious. The president adds: 


In many respects the national bank- 


ing law furnishes sutllclent liberty for 
tbe proper exercise of the banking 
function, but there seems to be need 
of better safeguards against the de- 
ranging Influence of commercial crises 
and financial panics. 
Moreover, the 


currency of tlie country should be 
made responsive to the demands of our 
domestic trade ami commerce. 


Economy 
in expenditures Is urged. 


Amendment of the Interstate commerce 
act Is advised to Insure the cardinal 
provisions of that act. 
The work car- 


ried on by the department of agricul- 
ture Is next considered and 
praised 


highly. The president then turns to 
forest preservation and Irrigation of 
arid lauds, saying that both are highly 
necessary. He would put nil the work- 
in connection with the forest reserves 
In charge of the bureau of forestry. 


IrrlKnllon. 


The president continues by tracing 


the connection between the forest re- 
serves nnd the water supply. He ssiys: 


The forests are natural rcsurvofre. 


. By restraining the streams In flood 
and replenishing them In drought they 
make possible the use of waters other- 
wise wasted. 
They prevent the soil 


from washing and so protect the stor- 
age reservoirs from tilling up with 
•lit. Korest conservation Is. therefore, 
an essential condition of water conser- 
vation. 


The forests alone cannot, however, 


fully regulate and conserve the waters 
of the iirld region. Great storage worljH 
are necessary to equalize the flow of 
streams and to save tbe flood waters. 
Their construction has been conclu- 
sively shown to be an undertaking 
too vast for private effort. Nor can It 
be best accomplished by the Individual 
elates acting alone. The government 
should construct and maintain these 
reservoirs as It does other public works. 
Where their purpose Is to regulate the 
flow of streams, the water should be 
turned freely Into the cliannels In the 


• 
dry season to take the same course 
under the same laws ns the natural 
flow. 


Tbe reclamation of the unsettled arid 


public lands presents a different prob- 
leni. Here It Is not enough to regulate 
tbe flow of streams. The object of the 
government Is to dispose of the land 
to settlers who will build homes upon 
it 
To accomplish this object water 


must be brought within their reach. 


The plonwr settlers on the arid pub- 


lic domain chose tlielr homes along 
streams from which they could them- 
selves divert tbe water to reclaim their 
boldlngs. Such opportunities are prac- 
tically gone. There remain, however, 
vast areas vf public land which can be 
made available for •homestead settle- 
ment, but only by reservoirs nnd main 
line canals Impracticable for private 
enterprise. 
These Irrigation works 


should be built by the national govern- 
ment. The lauds reclaimed by them 
should be reserved by the government 
for actual settlers, and the cost of con- 
struction should, so far ns possible, be 
repaid by the land reclaimed. The dis- 
tribution of the \vntcr. tbe division of 
the streams among Irrlgators. should 
be left to the settlers themselves In 
conformity with state laws ami with- 
out Intcrforcuce with those Inws or 
•with vested rights. 


The declaration Is made that In tin- 


arid states the only right to water 
which should be recognized Is that of 
use. The president says tint I the doc- 
trine of private ownership nf witter 
apart from land cannot prevail without 
causing wrong. 


Innnlnr Problem*. 


Insular questions are next treated. 


In Hawaii our aim must be to develop 
the territory on the traditional Amer- 
ican lines. Porto Illco Is declared to be 
thriving IIH never tiefore. 
The inten- 


tion of congress Is called to the need of 
legislation concerning the Island's pub- 
lic hinds. 
In Cuba It Is stated that 


much progress has been made toward 
putting the Independent government of 
the Island upon a linn footing, and It Is 
declared that Independence will be nn 
accomplished 
fact. 
The 
president 
odds: 


Elsewhere I have discussed the qnes- 


tlon of reciprocity. In the case of Cu- 
ba, however, there arc weighty reasons 
of morality and of national Interest 
why tlie policy should be held to have 
a peculiar application, and I most ear- 
nestly as!: your attention to the wis- 
dom. Indeed to the vital need, of pro- 
viding for a substantial reduction In 


the tariff duties on Culun Imports ln:-j 
the United States. 


In dealing wlt'i the Philippine peo 


pie we must show both patience :uu 
strength, forbonrance mid steadfast res 
olutlon. Our aim Is high. We do no 
desire to do for the iHlnmlvrs merelj 
whnt tins elsewhere been done fur trop 
Ic peoples ,by even the best forelgi 
governments. We hope to do for then 
what has never before been done for 
any people of the tropics—to mala 
them lit for self government after tin 
fashion of tlx- really free nations. 


The only fear Is lest In our overanx 


lety we give them n degree of lude 
pcndcncc for which they are unlit 
thereby Inviting reliction and disaster 
As fiirit us there Is any reasonable hope 
that In a given district the people can 
govern 
themselves self 
government 


has been given In Unit district. Then 
Is not n locality titled for self govern' 
uiont which has not received It. Hut It 
may well be that lu certain cases It 
will have to be withdrawn because the 
Inhabitants show themselves unlit to 
exercise It: such Instances have already 
occurred. 
In other words, there IN nut 


the slightest ehance of our failing to 
show u sutllclently humanitarian spirit. 
The danger comes In the opposite direc- 
tion. 


Trouble-* Ah-ntl 
Yet. 


There are still troubles ahead In the 


Islands. The Insurrection has become 
an affair of local banditti nnd maraud- 
er.v, who deserve no higher regard 
thmi the brigands of portions of the 
old world. Kncoimigcuient. direct or 
Indirect, to, these Insurrectos stands on 
the wime footing ns encouragement to 
hostile Imlkns In the dnys when we 
still had Iim'.un wars. 


The president declares that the time 


1ms come for.additional legislation for 
the Philippines. He says: 


It Is necessmry that the congress 


should pass lows by which the re- 
sources of the Islands can be developed, 
so that franchises (for limited terms of 
years) can be granted to companies do- 
Ing business in them and every encour- 
agement lie given to the Incoming of 
buslneKK men of every kind. It Is ur- 
gently necessary to enact suitable laws 
dealing with general transportation, 
mining, banking, currency, homesteads 
and the use and ownership of the lands 
and timber. These laws will give free 
•piny to Industrial eiiterprlse>nnd the 
commercial development which will 
surely follow will afford to the people 
of the Islands the best proofs of the 
sincerity of our desire to aid them. 


Tlip <'nl>lr and tlir Cntinl. 


I enll your attention most earnest!} 


to the crying need of a cable lo Ilawal 
and the Philippines, to be continue! 
from i lie Philippines to points In Asia 
We should not defer a day longer that: 
necessary the construction of such a 
cable. 
It Is demanded not merely for 


commercial but for political and mili- 
tary considerations. 
Hither the con- 


gress should Immedlntely provide for 
the construction of n government ca- 
ble or else nn arrangement should be 
made by which lll:e advantages to 
those accruing from n government ca- 
ble may be sei-ured to the government 
by contract with n private cable com- 
pany. 
/ No single great material work which 
remains to be undertaken on this con- 
tinent Is of Knuli consequence to the 
American people as the building of a 
canal across the Isthmus connecting 
North and South America. Its Impor- 
tance to the nation Is by no means lim- 
ited merely to Its material effects upon 
our business prosperity, and yet with n 
view to these effects alone It would be 
to the last degree Important for us Im- 
mediately to begin ft.' While Its bene- 
ficial effects would perhaps be most 
marked upon the Pacific coast and the 
gulf and South Atlantic states. It would 
also greatly benefit other sections. It 
Is emphatically n work which It Is for 
the Interest of the entire country to be- 
gin and complete as soon as possible. 


I am glad to bo able to announce to 


you that our negotiations on this sub- 
ject with (Jrent llrltnln. conducted on 
both sides In a spirit of friendliness and 
mutual good will, have resulted In 
my being able to lay before the sen- 
ate a treaty which. If ratified; will en- 
able us to begin preparations for nn 
Isthmian canal at any time and which 
guarantees to this nation every right 
that It has ever asked In connection 
with the canal. 
It specifically pro- 


vides that the United States alone shall 
do the work of building and assume 
the responsibility of safeguarding the 
canal and shall regulate Its neutral IIKP 
by nil nations on terms nf equality 
without tin- guarantee <ir Interference 
of any outside nation from any quarter. 


The Munroe Doctrine. 


The Monroe doctrine should be the 


cnrdli.al feature of tbe foreign policy 
of nil the nations of the two Americas, 
as It Is of the United States. The Mon- 
roe doctrine Is a declaration that there 
must be no territorial aggrandizement 
by iin.v nun-American power nt the ex- 
pense of any American power on Amer. 
lean soil. It Is In nowise Intended as 
hostile to any nation In the old world. 
Still less Is It Intended to give cover to 
my aggression by one new world power 
it the expense of any other. It Is slui- 
ily a step, and a long step, toward as- 
suring the universal peace of the world 
>y si-curing HIP possibility of perma- 
nent peace on this hemisphere. 


During the past century other Influ- 


ences Imve established the permanence 
and Independence of the smaller states 
of Europe. Through the Monroe doc- 
rlne wi- hope lo be able to safeguard 
Ike Independence nnd secure like per- 
manence for tbe lesser aniong tbe new 
world nations. 


This doctrine has nothing to do with 


the commercial relations of any Amer- 
ican power save that It In truth allows 
each of them to form such as It desires. 
In other words. It Is really a guarantee 
of the commercial Independence of the 
Americas. We do not nsk under this 
doctrine for any exclusive commercial 
dealings with any other American 
state. We do not guarantee any state 


ogalnst punishment If .t misconducts I 
itself: provided that punishment docs 
not take the form of the acquisition of 
territory by any non-AittoHean power. 
Our attitude In Cuba is a sufllclent 
guarantcQ of our. own good faith. 
We 


have not the slightest desire to sfcure 
any territory at the expense of any of 
cur neighbors. 


The Jinvr. 


The president devotes considerable 


space to the navy, the upbuilding of 
which, he says, should be steadily con- 
tinued. The navy oilers us. It Is declar- 
ed, tbe only means of Insisting on the 
Monroe doctrine, and a strong navy Is 
the best guarantee against war. 
He 


recommends that provision be made 
not only for mure ships, but for more 
men. 
Tour thousand additional sea- 


men 
nnd 
1,01X1 additional 
marines 


should be provided, as well as an in- 
crease In olllcers. After Indorsing the 
naval mllltla forces tbe president says: 


But In addition we should nt once 


provide for n national mival reserve, 
organized and trained under tin; direc- 
tion of the navy department and sub- 
ject to tlie call of the chief executive 
whenever war becomes Imminent. 
It 


should be a real auxiliary to the nnvni 
seagoing peace establishment and offer 
material to be drawn on nt once for 
manning our chips In time of war. 


Tilt- Array. 


It Is not necessary to Increase our 


army beyond its ^present size nt this 
time, but It Is necessary to keep It at 
the highest point uf ofHcleney. The In- 
dividual units who as officers and en- 
listed men compose this army-are, we 
Imve good reason to believe, nt least as 
efllclent an those of any other urmy In 
the entire world. It Is our duty to see 
that their training Is of a kind to In- 
sure the highest possible expression at 
power to these units when acting In 
combination. 


A general staff should be created. 


I'romotlons should be made solely 
with regard lo the good of the service. 
Congress ought to provide, the presi- 
dent adds, for field exercises. 
He con- 


tinues: 


Action should be taken lu reference 
o the militia nml to the raising of vol- 
mteer forces. 
Our mllltla law Is ob- 


solete and worthless. The organization 
and armament of the national guard of 
he several states, which an- treated 
ns mllltla In the appropriations by the 
congress, should be made Identical with 
hose provided for the regular forces. 
The obligations and duties of the guard 
In time of war should be carefully de- 
lined and n system established by law 
under which the method of procedure 
of raising volunteer forces should be 
prescribed In advance. 


The Merit SrMrm. 


The president indorses tlie merit sys- 


tern of making appointments and says: 


I recommend the passage of n law 


which will extend tbe classified serv- 
ice to the District of Columbia' or will 
nt least enable the president thus to ex- 
tend It. In my Judgment nil laws pro- 
viding for the temporary employment 
of clerks should hereafter contain n 
provision that they be selected under 
the civil service law. 


It Is Important to have this system 


obtain nt home, but It Is even more Im- 
portant to have It applied rigidly In our 
Insular possessions. 
The Importance 


of Improving the consular service by 
the passage of i:ew laws Is emphasized. 


The president then turns to the In- 


dian question, lie says: 


We Kliould now. break up the tribal 


funds, doing for them what allot- 
ment does for the tribal lands —that 
Is, they should be divided Into Individ- 
ual holdings. There will be n transl- 
tlou period during which, the funds 
will In ninny cases have to be held In 
trust.

It was a Ions way that lie 
touj-'ht, to the very pinnacle of fanm 
nnd power, and the pathway was 
strewn all along with the broken skulls 
at his antagonists. Jackson's most 
noted achievements were won because 
he made the Issues .personal lights. It 
was not ambition for the presidency 
that led to his stirring political cam- 
paign, but the frenzy of a war against 
Clay, lie put down nullification more 
to dispose of Cnlhoun than to antago- 
nize any Idea, nnd hi his war on the 
United States bank the enemy he was 
after was Ulttdle. not the institution 
behind him. 


After the scythe blade Incident An- 


drew and his brother Uobut were 
prisoners In the bunds of Turlutun nnd 
suffered the most cruel humiliation and 
outrage. 
Some of the family who 


knew all about this, recalling his tem- 
per In after life, would add. "I'll bet 
Andy thought of Tarleton that day at 
Jfcw Orleans." Hut Jackson was more 
than vindictive. Every show of antag- 
onism. 
Impediment 
or 
challenge 


brought out nn Impetuosity which was 
nothing sltort of savage. It was not. 
"Itc sure you're right, then go ahead." 
with him. He thought he was always 
right and meant to get In the first 
blow. lie could arbitrate only with the 
red sword of victory In his own hands. 


Jackson was <nilck to shoot, unlck In 


battle nnd uulck In the political arena. 
One of hi* boyhood's war lessons was 
learned at the battle of Hanging Kock, 
where the American hurseiniMi. who 
were to ride In ami then dismount and 
finish the business afoot, "leaped from 
their horses 11 hundred yards tno late." 
This he took as n hint that In every 
contest It Is better to be too early by 
miles than to be late a single step. 


Sometimes Jackson's Impetuosity was 


to his discredit, but the provocation 
was great. He opened tire on Sevler. 
the mallgner of his wife. In the crowd- 
ed street, roaring out the anathema, 
"lirtot Cod. do you mention her sacred 
name':" In the celebrated Dickinson 
duel, where Jackson 
w;«s severely 


wounded and his antagonist killed, 
'Jncksim wanted the meeting Immedi- 
ately after the challenge passed. Dick- 
Inson's s«fomls asked for a week's de- 
lay because they had no pistols ready. 
JatUson wrote: "If you cannot obtain 
pistols, we pledge you choice of ours. 
Let me hear from yon Immediately." 


Dickinson, although u crack shot, 


simply wanted time to practice. Tin' 
morning of the duel he1 cut a uring In 
two lit eight paceii. the distance agreed 
upon for tiring. Jackson knew his ii'l- 
Tcrsary'u skill, but lie declared that U 
lie (Jackson) had been shot through the 
brain he would still have lilt Dickinson. 
Dickinson pot In the llrst shot and 
broke two of Jackson's ribs, bill the de- 
termined lighter only clinched his 


' 
teeth and took deliberate and deadly 
aim. When Jackson heard that Dickin- 
son was dying, he offered to si-nd the 
aid of surgeons and give n bottle of 
wine, but he hurried from the si-ehe and 
wouldn't allow the dying man. so proud 
of his marksmanship, to know that his 
shot had really taken effect. Yet with 
all his ferocity Jackson could be noble 
In u <|iiurrel. After he had come to 
power the Bcntons made It plain In 
their treatment of a protege of the gen- 
eral that Ills own Judgment and Influ- 
ence were challenged. When .Incksoii 
ticard of It. he promptly fell like light- 
ing ami swore he would lick Colonel 
Tom Hellion on sight. The [teuton* 
knew that Jackson would be as good 
as his word and went prepared. One 
Uay while passing the City hotel In 
Nashville Jackson saw Colonel Tom 
and Ills brother Jesse standing togc-ihcr 
at the main entrance. The general pass- 
ed the hotel some distance, then sud- 
denly turned short and stepped up to 
Colonel Tom. "Now. you 
rascal." 


said he, "defend yourself!" 


Jackson was then armed with his 


riding whip only. [teuton made a mo- 
tion to draw, but Jackson anticipated 
llui and, with pistol at his rueimin's 
breast, lacked him through the Imtol 
to the rent- ciitrifnce, all the time hold- 
ing his life In bis hands. Then Jesse 
llontoii sneaked up behind and shot 
Jackson down. 


A slug and a ball from Jesse Ben- 


Ion's pistol were In Jackson's arm and 
shoulder when the news that war had 
been 
declared 
reached 
Tennessee. 


Within live days he tendered his serv- 
ices to the government. Issued a call to 
lil* old troops and named a rendezvous. 
Exactly thirty days from the time the 
treacherous missiles laid him low he 


arm In n filing nnd loo weak to mount 
his horse without help. Hostile Crock 
Indians and not llrltlfh were Jackson'* 
flrst enemies, and at Fort Talledega, 
after a march of thirty miles,he fell up- 
on the besiegers of the fort and swept 
the Held at one blow. Over I100 Creeks 
were killed and only llfteeu Tonnes- 
eeeiins.

with a limn like Jackson "war meaim 
fighting, and lighting means Ullllng;" 
the swifter the killing tin? quicker out- 
side or the other must give In. Jackson 
never gave In. 


Hut tin- history of buttles gives no 


parallel of .IiH'ks.in's lighting energy at 
New OrlcatiK. He rode Into the city 
worn down with disease and tin; fa- 
tigue of a long Journey In the saddle. 
Before he slept he made a lour of the 
improvised lino of local troops, and ev- 
ery otllccr. scout, engineer and aid 
within reach was under orders on duty. 
When the cry, "Jackson has conn;;" 
echoed through the threatened city, 
hope took the place of suilenness mid 
dwpulr. It Is true that lie put on his 
bold front with little to buck It up ex- 
cept the "ragtag and bobtail" of the 
streets. Then; was possibility of de- 
feat, and Jackson made up his mind, us 
he afterward declared, that when the 
worst came he would "tire the city and 
fight the cnwny amid the Hurroundlng 
flames." 


After Jackson had held up the Krlt 


ish far below the environs and was per 
sonnlly looking after affairs at the 
front, n messenger rode down with tin. 
news that the legislature had decided 
to surrender the city. At the same time 
Colonel Duncan galloped up and said to 
the general, "The governor awaits your 
orders." Itcfcrrlng to the first message, 
the Irate soldier lifted himself to lull 
stature In the stirrups and shouted to 
Duncan, "I don't believe the Intelli- 
gence, but tell the governor that If they 
(the legislature) persist to blow them 
Up'." Then he went ahead with his 
preparations to meet I'akcnhnm. 


Fighting mad himself, Jackson In- 


spired others with his own tierce rage. 
It was as though his hands again held 
that rusty scythe blade In the Carolines 
nnd the obstacles In his way were the 
old Carolina weeds Incarnated with 
British hearts. It may be. too. that he 
did then nnd there recall Tarleton'tf 
prison pen with Its horrors and Insults. 
His standing orders to the governor, 
the council, the citizens and the milita- 
ry men were, "Await nothing, hut at 
tack the British whenever nnd wherev- 
er they appear." When the Brltlsl. 
Hhlps sailed Into the outer lake, sweep- 
Ing the little Louisiana fleet from tin- 
sen, lie sent word to (lie commander of 
n chain of forts below the city to "<!(;• 
fend to the last -extremity. 
At the 


last extremity spike guns, blow up fort, 
retire and tight ngnln." 


Early on the afternoon of Dec. "". 


1S14, three strangers. French loyalist* 
from down the punlnsulii, were brought 
before Jackson to announce that the 
British hud landed In force Just below 
New Orleans. When the full story hod 
been laid bare, be drew himself up and. 
striking his i-llnched list upon the table 
for cmplmsK rolled out the Inunnrtnt 
expletive, "By the Eternal!" which In 
ever associated with Old Hickory ifi 
his llcry moods. Then he added, "They 
•iluill not sleep on our soil," and. turn- 
Ing with blandncss which In a rough, 
bluff lender at that tlim? was almost 
Satanic, lie exclaimed to his staff: 
"Ceiith-men. the British are below. 
We must light them tonight!" 


As Jackson rode out that night In the 


darkness, sending aids here and there 
and everywhere -with nrtli-rs. he kept 
hissing through clinched teeth to him-

had stolen. 


He had an examination at Belolt 


and was held for trial In the munld 
pal court. 
He a'ppeared before the 


court yesterday morning for trial and 
plead not guilty to an Information 
filed against him by District Attorney 
Jackson charging him with 
breaking 


Into and entering the warehouse In 
the night time unlawfully and felon 
lously. 
The' Information also chars 


cd him with having been sent to the 
pen on December 20, 1892 for two and 
a half years, making this his sec- 
ond offense. 
Tulley plead not gull 


ty to the Information and demandci: 
a jury trial. 
A Jury was secured 


and the case taken up. 
Cornelius 


Buckley of Belolt was appointed to 
defend the prisoner. 


The evidence on the" part of the 


state showed that Tulley had commit- 
ted the crime and was arrested In 
the act. 
It also showed what 
his 


Fast record had been. 


Tulley went on the stand on his 


own behalf and admitted that he took 
the flour, but that the door was open 
tnd that he did not break Into the 
building. 
He also stated that he 


was Intoxicated at the time and did 
not know what he was doing. 
His counsel made a point of the fact 
that the state had not shown that 
Tulley broke the lock to the door, and 
that he was simply guilty of larceny 
and not of a felony. 


The judge charged the jury that It 


was not necessary to break the leek 
to the door to constitute a felony un- 
der the statute. 
The Jury after being 


out forty minutes returned a verdict 
finding the defendant guilty as charg- 
ed , In the first count of the; Infor- 
mation .that of breaking Into a btilM- 
Ing. and that he was guilty of a sec* 
and offense. 


The penalty In the first case was 


not Ifss than one year or more than 
fivo'years and for a second offense not 
less than five years .or more 
than 


twenty-five.' 
In^accordanqe with the 


verdict of the Jury "tli'e 3tidge'se'ntehc- 
ed him to a term of five years in the 
states prison at Waupun the first two 
days of his confinement to be solita- 
ry. 
He will be taken to Waupun to- 


morrow.
